S.O. 1066(E).— Whereas, on the pubUciUion of 
&e notificaliQn of the Govemmmt of India in the NAiistty 
of Coal number S.02262, dated the 8th September, 2010, 
in the Gazette of India, Part-II, Section-3, sub-section (ii) 
dated the 11th Septemba 2010, issued aDdffsiib-sectiaa(l) 
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of Section 9 of the Coal Bearing Areas (Acquisition and 
Develc^meDt) Act, 1957 (20 of 1957), (hoeinafter lefened 
to as the said Act), the la^ and all ri^ts in or over sudi 
land described in the Schedule appended to the said 
jnotification Qieremafter referred to as die said lands) 
jvested ahsoh^y in the Central Government fiee from all 
i encumbrances under sub-section (1) of Section 10 of the 
said Act; 

And whereas, the Central Government is 
; satisfied that the NTPC Ltd., a Public Sector undertaking 
under the Ministty of Power (herdnafrer referred to as 
i the Government Company) is willing to conqily with such 
I terms and conditions as the Central Government thinks 
fit to impose in diis behalf; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers 
conferred by sub-section (1) of Section 11 of the Coal 
; Bearing Areas (Acquisition and Development) Act, 1957 
the Central Government hereby directs that the lands 
measuring 512.80 hectares (^ptiximately) and all rights 
: in or over the sudi land so vested shall with effect from 
the 11th S<])tenibtT, 2010 instead of continuing to so 
’vested in the Central Govemmeih, be deemed to have 
i been vested in the Government Con^any, subject to the 
! following terms and conditions, namely:— 

(1) The Government Company shall reimburse 
; to the Central Government all payments made by the 
! Central Govenunent through Mmishy of Power in respect 
J of compensation, interest, damages and the like, as 
' determined under die provisions of die said Act; 


(2) A TVibunal shall be consttoited under Section 
14 of the said Act, far the purpose of detemuning the 
amounts payable to the Central Goveminent by die 
Government Con^any under condition (1) and all 
ejqienditure incurred m ccmection widi any such tiibniial 
and persons appointed to assist the tribunal shall be borne 
by the Government Corq^any and sumlatly, att es^cnditute 
incuiTed in respect of all li^ procepdinp Idee 

etc. for or in connecdon with the iijht>> or over the 
said land, so vested, shall also be borne by the 
Government Conqiany; 

(3) The Government compare dull indonnfry the 
Central Government or its officials against any other 
mqienditoie that may be necessary in cmmecdon with 
any proceeding^ by or against the Central Government 
or its officials r^aiding die r^ts in (V ova: the said 
land so vested; 

(4) The Government Conqiany shall have DO powa 
to transfer the said land and the rights to any other 
person- without the prior ^proval of the Central 
Government; and 

(5) The Govenunent Conqiany shall abide by such 
directions and conditions as nuy be given or imposed by 
the Central Govonment fiir particular areas of the said 
land, as and when necessary.
